Assistant Commandant, 

Border Security Eorce. 

(Effect i) e date of the awunl : LSlh Alan h, 1978) 

On the 18th Maich, 1978, Shri B. K. Sridhai Rao who 
vta-j commanding a company at Mclun post in Nagaland, 
received mtoimation that a gang ot notorious hostilcs was 
seen moving towards a thick jungle on the borders of our 
country. Realising that he hardly had any time to make 
up a detailed plan, he decided to move immediately even 
though it was daik Shri Rao along with ten of his available 
men and some additional personnel drawn from another 
unit set out for the suspected hostile hideout. He reached 
the area after a slrenous tnight march through dense jungle. 
After a thorough search of the area of the hostiles hideouts, 
he divided his group mto two parties to achieve surprise and 
also to bar their escape routes. He entered the hostiles 
camp stealthily with a smaller force without carmg for the 
likely strength of the hostiles. He crawled towards the hut 
and pounced upon the hostile manning the entrance and 
snatched his riile. By then other members of his party also 
closed in and charged at the hostiles- In this encoupter, 
except the one liostde who was killed when be tried to 
snatch the nllc from one of his men, all the other twenty 
one hostiles, who were trying to escape towards the border, 
were captured alive along witli arms, ammunition, documents 
and other stores. 

In this action, Shri B. K. Sridhar Rao displayed leader- 
ship, devotion to duty and courage of a high order. 

2. Captain HARSH KAUL (,10-30858), 

5 Gorkha Rifles (FF). 

(Effective date of the awatd : ldth January, 1979) 

On 4/5th January, 1979, a gang of hostiles fiom Naga- 
land committed a carnage of innocent residents of a village 
located in an area near the border ol Assam and Nagaland. 
On the night between 15/1 6th January, 1979, Captain Harsh 
Kaul was entrusted with the task of raiding a suspected hide- 
out to apprehend the miscreants. Despite the short notice, 
he planned the raid meticulously and reached the village 
where the suspects were hiding. He personally led the as- 
sault hmiseit and captured 34 hostiles along with eleven 
weapons. This achievement of Captain Kaul helped restor- 
ing tho morale and confidence of the people and the civil 
administrative authorities. 

In this action, Captain Harsh Kaul displayed commenda- 
ble leadership, lact and courage of a high order. 

3. JC S4782 Naib Subedar SAWAI SINGH, 

Rajputana Rifles. 

(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the awatd : 8th March, 1979) 

Naib Subedar Sawai Singh was in command of a plutoon 
post located at high altitude m Jammu and Kashmir. A 
section post, which was detached from the platoon earlier, 
had been located approximately two kilometres away in a 
very inhospitable terrain. 

Due to heavy snowfall between the 2nd and the 7th 
March, 1979, the radio and telephone communication between 
tho section and platoon posts had got disrupted. On the 8th 
March, 1979, Naib Subedar Sawai Singh took out a patrol to 
establish communication with the section post. On the way, 
he noticed an avalanche drifting down from the hill top! 
Unmindful of his personal safety, he moved ahead and 
warned the other member of the patiol of the approaching 
hazard. Thereby, he saved two precious lives. In the pro- 
cess, however, he was himself carried away by the avalanche 
and was later found dead, buried in deep 6now. 

Naib Subedar Sawai Singh thus displayed presence of mind, 
initiative and courage of a high order. 

4. Major GfJR IQBAL SINGH DHODf (IC-16598A). 
Artillery /Air Observation Post. 

(Effective date of the awatd: 1 8th July, 1979) 

On the 1 8th July, 1979, Major Gur Iqbal Singh Dhodi was 
detailed to evacuate a dangerously ill comatose member of 


the Japanese Nun Kun mountaineering expedition from an 
inhospitable snow covered terrain prone to stormy weather. 
Undaunted by the adverse conditions and the flymg hazards 
involved, lie took oil in his helicopter and located the patient 
lying on a boulder strewn glacier with deep crevasses. Man- 
oeuvring lue anciaft, flying at a height of about 6,730 mo- 
ires in extremely bad wcalher and landing at such a hazardous 
place required nigh professional competence. 

When Major Dhodi made the first attempt to land, it was 
thwarted as ins view was obscured by rapidly drifting low 
cloud. He, however, observed that il would have been dis- 
astrous to land at that spot as it was located amidst huge 
boulders where manoeuvring the aircraft was not possible. 
He then made a second pass and, after airdropping vital life 
preserving oxygon ami food, he decided to lighten his aircraft 
by disouibarkuig the team leader at the Base Camp. I he 
considerable time, fuel qnd oxygen spent in making pre- 
paratory efloits for the landing and the growing low visibi- 
lity due to approaching pight, were causing concern to 
Major Dhodi. He, thcreioic, made a determined bid, landed 
the helicopter m a small area amidst crevasses and enormous 
boulders and evacuated the casualty before the night came 
on. 

In this action, Major Gur Iqbal Singh Dhodi displayed 
courage, deter min ation and professional competence of a high 
order. 

5. G -59 5 74. MT Driver KUPPASWAMY RAMAS- 

WAMY, General Reserve Engineer Force. 

(Effective date of the award : 20th July, 1979) 

On the 20th July, 1979, MT Driver Kuppaswamy Rama- 
swamy of a Transport Platoon (GREF) was detailed to trans- 
port explosives and other accessories to 428 Road Mainte- 
nance Platoon Sector where these were urgently required for 
blasting and road clearing purpose. When the vehicle rea- 
ched a slide point, huge boulders, which came rolling down 
from the hill side, hit the force-portion of the vehicle and 
the vehicle came to a halt with a sudden jerk. Realising the 
seriousness of the situation, he maintained his presence of 
mind and undeterred by the falling boulders, he stuck to his 
scat and, by skilfully manoeuvering the vehicle, drove it away 
from the spot. Thereby, ho not only saved costly Govern- 
ment stoics from destruction but also proclous lives of per- 
sonnel tiavclling by the vehicle. 

Jn this action, MT Driver Kuppaswamy Ramaswamy dis- 
played courage, determination and devotion to duty of a 
high order. 

6. G-124057 Pioneer PREM SINGH, 

General Reserve Engineer Force, 

(Effective date of the award : 30th July, 1979) 

In the first week of July, 1979, heavy rains and flash floods 
washed away at various points, the road formation on a< three 
kilometre stretch oi Chard uar — Tawang road in Arunacbal 
Piadesb. In the absence of a regular operator, Pioneer Prem 
Singh voluntarily agreed to operate the dozer for a new for- 
mation cut to restore the road for traffic. During the execu- 
tion of the work on account of alternate blasting, drilling 
and continuous rain, chunks of rock, boulders and mud kept 
rolling down continuously which made operating the dozer 
a hazardous task, in utter disregard to these hazards, 
Pioneer Prem Singh stnick to his job with determination. Ho 
continued cloning slide after slide and ojrened tho road for 
traffic within a period of less than a lortiught. 

In this action, Pioneer Prem Singh displayed courage, de- 
termination and devotion to duty of a high order. 

7. Wing Commander RANBTR SINGH CHAUHAN 
(8136) Flying (Pilot). 

(Effecthe date of the awatd: 1st August, 1979) 

Ou the 1st August, 1979, Wing Commander Ranbir Singh 
Chauhan, who had successfully completed most of the un- 
derslung Jo ad trials of various types of Army equipment on 
MJ-S helicopter, was engaged in lifling and transporting 
bridging equipment weighing about two tonnes, In the 
course of this trial, one of the four load suspending cables 
snapped and caused the ui remit to oscillate and gyrate in an 
uncontrollable manner. 
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When, finding no other alternative to control the aircraft, 
Wing Commander Chauhan decided to jettison the load, he 
observed that he was flvjng ovej a populated men, where the 
heavy load could cause a human disaster. He, iheietuu. 
manocuv ci cd the aiicratt nw.iy fmm the inhabited area but ho 
could not jettison the load as the elcctiic conLrol cable got 
snapped due to heavy strain. The aircratt had by that time 
gone out of control. However, Wing Commander Chauhan 
did not lose his presence of mind and, as soon as the load 
hit the ground, he managed to land the aircraft without any 
further damage to it and with its crew un-harmed. 

In this action, Wing Commander Ranbir Singh Chauhan 
displayed courage, presence of mind and professional skill of 
a high order. 

8. G-10097 MT Driter MODI I AI, SINGH. 

General Reserve Fngincer Force 

(Effective date of the award : 4th September, 1979) 

On the 4th September. 1979, at about 9.15 a m. the 
Officer Cammanding of a Road Construction Company 
(GREF), accompanied by an Administrative Supei visor, left 
for Serchip in a .tonga to inspect Toad construction work and 
various Camps on Aijal lungtan road in Mizoram. While on 
the way the hostiles started firing at the Jonga from a close 
range. Realising that it would be safe to get away from the 
area. Driver Modi Fat Singh decided to continue driving the 
vehicle. The constant firing by the hostiles had completely 
smashed the wind-screen aind had punctured the left rear 
wheel of the vehicle. Undeterred by this and in complete 
disregard to his own safety, he kept on driving the vehicle 
skilfully and soon succeeded in saving three lives when he 
got clear of the range of the hostile fire. 

In this action, MT Driver Modi Lai Singh displayed cou- 
rage, determination and professional skill of a very high 
order. 

9. 13854348 Sepoy PRANAY KUMAR BALA, 

Ahmy Service Corps. 

(Effective date of the award : 6th September, 1979) 

On the 6th September, 1979, Sepoy Pranay Kumar Bala 
was travelling in a military compartment of a train which he 
boarded at Silchar Railway Station. At about 1930 hours, 
when the train arrived at a station, a stone pelting mob at- 
tacked the military compartment. After breaking the window 
panes and injuring several Service Personnel, the mob looted 
their belongings and dragged out two of them. Seeing this. 
Sepoy Bala came out’ of the compartme.nt and requested the 
three armed Police personnel, standing nearby, for help, but 
they did not heed. His efforts to pacify and persuade the 
mob to disperse were also unsuccessful. 

Subsequently, when he saw some miscreants trying to set 
fire to the bogie. Sepoy Prany Klimar Bala snatched a rifle 
and ammunition from one of the Police personnel and fired 
into the nir. This un-nerved the miscreants and the mob 
dispersed. Although Sepoy Bala had also sustained lacerated 
wounds on his head in the scuffle, undeterred by thqse, he 
stood guard outside the comparlment throughout the night till 
the following morning when sliccolu amved. 

In this action, Sepoy Pranay Kumar Bain displayed initia- 
tive, tact and courage of a high order. 

10. G-123917 Pioneer CHINN A RATU, 

General Reserve Engineer Force. 

(Effective date of the award : 4th October, 1979) 

Heavy downpour in the Hunli Sector between the 2nd 
and the 6th October, 1979, had caused unprecedented flash 
floods in Chillu rivulet (nalat. A dozer, openUing in the 
landing zone for formation cut located beyond that rivulet, 
was in danger of being swept away due to fast erosion. On, 
the 4tb October, 1979, Pioneer Oh inn a Rnju who knew' 
dozer operating and was deployed on that dozet. decided to 
take the dozer to a safe place across the Chillu nala. In 
complete disregard to the risk of being swept away by the 
fast water flow in (he nala. he succeeded in taki w the dozer 
across and saved it. As soon as the dozer was moved awa\ . 
the road sfrech, where the dozer was narked, was washed 
away and Pioneet Chimin Rajtt remained stranded thete for 
two days. 


In this action. Pioneer Chinna Raju displayed courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order.

Gutlnvdl Rifles. 

( Effective date of the awaid : 5th October, 19791 

On the 5th October. 1979, Naib Subedar Bachan Singh, 
with 20 other Ranks, was detailed to raid a suspected hostile 
hide-out in Parva Sector of South Mizoram. Moving through 
thick jungle and mountaincous terrain, he and his men reach- 
ed the huts where the hostiles were hiding. He reconnoiter- 
ed the area and organised his men into two groups. Leading 
one group himself, he planned to capture the hostiles alive 
by executing a surprise raid and instructed his men not to 
alert the hostiles by opening flic. The subsequent assault by 
the two groups unnerved the hostiles and some of them 
tried to flee. Asking three of his men to chase the fleeing 
hostiles, the rest of his group engaged the other hostiles who 
were filing from the second hut. This encounter, resulted 
in successful accomplishment of the mission in which two 
hostiles w'erc killed and one was captured alive with three 
rifles and ammunition. 

In this action, Naib Subedar Bachan Singh displayed lea- 
dership and courage of a high order. 

12. 4042501 Lance Havildar DAYAL SINGH, 

Garhw'al Rifles. 

(Effective date of the award : 5th October, 1979) 

Lance Havildar Dayal SinNi was the Second in Command 
of a party which was detailed to raid a hostile hideout in 
Parva sector of South Mizoram. On the 4th October, 1979, 
Lance TJavildar Dayal Singh, along with hiR party of five 
Other Ranks, was ordered to raid a hut where two armed 
hostiles were suspected to be biding. Around midnight, when, 
they reached within 70 metres of the hut, they came under 
effective hostile fire. Undeterred by the sudden firing, Lance 
Havildar Daval Singh led his men on a charge at the hostile 
position. Although he was seriously wounded in the shoulder 
in the ensuing encounter he led the assault, Despite his 
bleeding wound, be pounced on one of the fleeing hostiles and 
captured him alive along with his weapon. In this encounter 
one of his men also sustained a serious inj'ury and became 
unconscious, loanee Havildar Dayal Sinah ensured that his 
comrade was attended to before setting medical aid for him- 
self. On bis wav back, be refused to be carried on g stret- 
cher inspite of his being seriously wounded, 

In this action, Lance Havildar Daval Singh displayed deter- 
mination, leadership and courage of a very high order. 

13. Flight Lieutenant CRA NDR ASHEKHAR JAYA- 

WANT (13587) Flying (Pilot), 

(Effective dale of the award : 12f/i October, 1980) 

On the 12th October, 1979. Flight Lieutenant Chandra- 
shekhar Jayawant was fer rying an Ajeef aircraft from Hindoo 
to Srinagar. While he wms at some distance from the air- 
field at an altitude of 1400 metres, he experienced a sudden 
lo-_s of power which soon lesulted in a flame out. Despite 
this emergency, he maintained his composure and took stock 
of the situation in a professional manner. When his two at- 
tempts to relight the engine failed and he realized that the 
usual low hcv entry on to the runway was not possible be- 
cause of the indequatc height of his dead emiine aircraft, he 
decided to land against traffic. He informed the Air traffic 
control to keep the runway clear for his promised landing 
and successfully accomplished the first dead-stick landing on 
an Ajcct, without any damage to the aircraft. 

fn (his action, Flight Lieutenant Chandrnshebhar larnwemt 
displayed courage, presence of mind and professional skill of 
a hif’h order. 

14. Cantain P AGHLJVTNDFR KAPOOR (TO 30176) 

4 Goikha Rifles. 

(Effiitive date of the awaid : 4th D: cemher, 1979) 

gang of extremists, which was active in Irephnl and the 
'■alley, was responsible for a large unmber of msureenev 
’ ccs in urban -urns in Manipur during November. 1979 
Centum Raghuvinder Kapoor was detailed to apprehend the 
extremists. 
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On receipt of Information that the gang was to meet in 
the house of a notorious criminal in a village on the 4th 
December, 1979, Captain Kapoor raided the house and 
captuicd tvvo yoimgmcn. On the basis of the information 
i evcnled by these two captives, the wanted cxlremise, Jnocha 
Singh, was eaptuicd fiom another village and handed over 
to the Police. 

During December, 197 f ), and Tanuaiy, 1980, when at- 
tempts were made on the lives of a former Speaker and a 
former Finance Minister of Manipur and a prominent poli- 
tical leader was killed by the extremists at his residence, the 
situation steadily deteriorated. To cope with this situation. 
Captain Raghuvinder Kapoor established close rappoit. 
cooperation and efficient functional liaison with the civil 
administration and built up an effective intelligence net-work. 
On the basis of the information gathered from these sources, 
he was able to apprehend many of the hard core extremists 
who were involved in cases of murders, loot and arson and 
created chaos amongst civil population. Some arms, am- 
munition and a few sensitive documents were also captured. 

Captain Raghuvinder Kapoor thus displayed determination, 
leadership and courage of a high order. 

15. Flying Officer PRAMOD KUMAR JATN (15017) 
Flying (Phot), 

(Effective elate of the award : 4r/i December, 1979) 

On the 4th December, 1979, Flying Officer Pramod Kumar 
Jain was flying on an air combat training mission. Ho had 
gono about eighty kilometres from the base when the genera- 
tor in his aircraft went dead. The subsequent total electrical 
failure deprived him of the use of the compass and the radio 
telephone. The situation was further aggravated when noxi- 
ous fumes and dense smoke, caused by a battery-cum-elcctri- 
cal fire, filled the cookpit. This not only obscured his view 
but added to his discomfiture. Tt was a serious situation for 
a young trainee pilot But Flying Officer, Jain did not lose 
his composure and, working on the procedure laid down for 
such emergencies, he proceeded towards his base. Tt was, 
however, a feat of his professional skill that although dep- 
rived of all mechanical aids including the tail parachute and 
automatic wheel braking system, he made a Hapless landing 
without any further damage to the aircraft. 

In this action. Flying Officer Pramod Kumar Jain displayed 
courage, presence of mind and professional skill of a high 
order. 

16. Flying Officer RAHUL DHAR (14561), 

Flying (Pilot). 

(Effective date of the award : 10r/i January, 1980) 

On the 10th January, 1980, Flying Officer Rahul Dhar ex- 
perienced a flame out while flying a Gnat aircraft. His three 
attempts to relight the engine failed and the aircraft continued 
to lose height. Pven in this critcal situation without aban- 
doning the aircraft, he decided to forccland. By the time 
he was able to lower the undercarriage through the time 
consuming emergency system because the hydraulic control 
had suddenly failed, he found himself approaching the run- 
way from too high an altitude and at a speed 70 Knots more 
than permitted for normal landing. Fully aware of the dis- 
astrous consequences of landing in such circumstances, he 
remained calm, controlled the ‘float’ of the aircraft and 
touched down half-way up the runway at that high speed. 
Facing again an equally hazardous situation, resulting from 
the fast running nut of the landing space and the risk of 
excessive braking to stop the aircraft, he made full use of 
his professional skill and brought the aircraft to a safe halt 
at the veiy end of the runway, 

Tn this action. Flying Officer Rahul Dhar displayed courage, 
presence of mind and pi ofessional skill of a high order. 

17. 260583 Sergent SHFR STNGH KADIAN, 

Radar Fitter. 

(Effective date of the award : 11 th February, 1980) 

'On the 11th February, 1980, at about 7.45 p.m. a fire 
broke out in Tower “A” of a Signal Unit where extrcmly 
sophisticated and expensive electronic equipment had been 
stored. Within minutes, the entire deck of the tower was 
engulfed in thick smoke and toxic fumes. While the intense 
heat made it almost impossible to enter the deck, the thick 
smoke made it difficult to locate the source of fire. 


Sergent Shcr Singh Kadian, who was off duty, reached the 
tower within minutes of his hearing the fire alarm. Un- 
daunted by the heat and smoke, he picked up a fire hose, 
cnteicd the deck and located the source of fire within a 
cabinet with panels secured by screws. Realising that the 
waterjet could not be effectively directed at the source of 
fire, he ran down and brought a screw driver. Although 
he was almost over-come by the thick swirling smoke and 
toxic fumes on opening the cabinet, be ultimately succeeded 
in biinging the fire under control. 

In this action, Sergeant Shcr Singh Kadian displayed cou- 
rage, determination and devotion to duty of a high order. 

18. G-7844 Chargeman KARNAIL STNGH, 

General Reserve Fngineer Force. 

(Effective date of the award : 18f/i February, 1980) 

On the 18th Februaiy. 1980, a dozer, while clearing freshly 
cut earth on account of formation works in sector on Khet- 
Snuji. fell 63 metres down into a, rivulet. The site where 
the dozer was lying up-side down wus not easily accessible 
at it was enclosed by steep hill slopes. Chargeman Karnail 
Singh was detailed to recover the dozer. Tn complete disre- 
gard to his personal safety and despite had weather and in- 
hospitable terrain. Chargeman Karnail Singh organised his 
men and material and proceeded to recover the dozer. The 
vehicle which was lving in slush on a hilly slope, was slowly 
drifting down. On reaching the site, he and his men labou- 
red for three days and ultimately succeeded in bringing the 
dozer to a safe and level ground about a kilometre away. 

In this aclion. Chargeman Kamajl Singh displayed cou- 
rage, determination and professional skill of a high order. 

19. 5443J44 Lance Naik GIRT BAHADUR GHARTT, 

5 Gorkha Rifles (FF). 

(Effective date of the award : 2nd March, 1980) 

On the 1st March, 1980, troons on the other side of the 
Line of Control in Jammu and Kashmir opened unprovoked 
automatic weapon fire on one of our posts. Thcv used 
tracer bullets to start bush flies around our post and when 
our troops went out to extinguish the fire, thcv started firing 
at them. The bash fire bad reduced the perimeter of the post 
to ashes and had caused unbearable beat and heavv smoke 
inside the two bunkers located there. To extinguish the bush 
fire, the foremost necessity was to stop the gun fire coming 
from across the line. 


Lnnce Naik Giri Bahadur Gharti, who was occupying one 
of the bunkers, was ordered to take retaliatory action. Braving 
the intense heat and despite poor visibility caused by heavy 
smoke around him. he directed effective and accurate fire at 
the source of firing from across the line and silenced it. 

Tn this action. Lance Naik Giri Bahadur Gharti displayed 
undaunted courage, determination and devotion to duty of 
a very high order. 

20 G-22119 Mate KEDAR SINGH, (Posthumous) 

General Reserve Fngineer Force. 

(Effective date of the award : 20th March, 1980) 

On the 20th March, 1980. at about 1815 hours when per- 
sonnel at i Road construction crann on Serchio-Thimrwal 
road in Mizoram were getting readv foe ibe evening roll call, 
a gang of hostiles, armed with automatic weapons, started 
firing at them and later set fire to the whole camn. Tn com- 
plete disregard to his own safetv, Mate Kedar Singh came 
forward and challenged the hostiles Calling out other per- 
sonnel at the camn to take cover, be sfngle-handcdlv started 
extinguishing the fire to save precious lives and Government 
nronertv at the camp. While Mate Kedar Singh was extin- 
guishing the fire, he was shot dead by the hosliles on the 
spot. 

In this action, Mate Kedar Singh disnlayed courage, deter- 
mination and devotion to duty of a high order. 
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21. G-63028 MT Driver RAM SINGH, 

Gencul Reserve Engineer Force. 

( Effective date of the annul : 24 th March, 1980) 

On the 24th March, 1980, MT Driver Rani Singh of ft 
Formation Cutting Platoon (GREF) was carrying bridging 
equipment fi om Silchar to Khawruhlian in Mizoram At 
about 1210 p.tn,, when his vehicle reached the 102nd kilo- 
metre on Silchar-Aizal Road, the hostiles started filing at 
the vehicle with automatic weapons. Driver Ram Singh 
received one bullet in his leg and two in his body below 
the htp, the latter greviously injuring him in his abdomen. 
Although profusely bleeding, he did not lose his presence of 
mind, and despite one front wheel puncture, he drove the 
vehicle away from the range of the hostile fire. 

In this action, MT Driver Ram Singh displayed exemplar;, 
courage, undaunted determination and professional skill of 
a high order. 

22. 2465984 Sepoy RANJODII STNGH, 

Punjab. 

t Effective date of the award : 23 nl Apiil, 1980) 

On the 23rd April, 1980, a Border Roads Task Foicc 
vehicle, while crossing a swallen nala in Arunacha.1 Piadesh, 
came to a halt midstream when water entered its engine. 
Its two occupants, the driver and an Assistant Engmeei who 
was carrying cash for disbursement to the labourers, ci imbed 
to the roof of the vehicle and shouted for help. Although 
a large number of other people, who had come by a bus, 
were present on the bank of the nala, only Sepoy Ranjodh 
Singh came foiward to help them. 

Sepoy Ranjodh Singh died to cross the seven lUittc dis- 
tance u> the vehicle through the fast flowing water but could 
proceed uo further after he got neck deep into the watei. 
He then balanced himself against a rock and asked the Assi- 
stant 1 ligmeer to throw his brief case to him and safely de- 
posited it on the bank. Theieaftcr he tied his turban with 
his trousers and flung one end of ii to the Assistant Engineer 
who caught the turban and jumped mto the water. The 
swift current, however, sv cpt bolb of them away. Luckily, 
the turban got stuck to a big boulder when Sepov Ranjodh 
Singh swum to the Assistant Engineer and rescued him. In. 
the meantime, the driver ol the vehicle swam out of the 
nidia himself. 

In this action, Sepoy Ranjodh Singh displayed initiative, 
deternv nation and courage of a high order. 

23. Flight Lieutenant SUM1T MUKPRJI (12925), 

Flying (Pilot). 

( Effi.cUve date of the award : 8 th May. 1981) ) 

On the 8th May 1980, Flight Lieutenant Suuiit Mukejj« 
was flying an instiuctionul instrument Flying sortie. At a 
height of about 4900 metics, he experienced a front bearing 
iuilu’e .md .hortly eng, nc seizure took place. Till then, no 
reliable statistics were available on the rale of descent ex- 
perienced with a seized engine and different configurations of 
aircraft using undercarriage and flaps. With a totally profes- 
sional approach, unmindful ot gicul danger to his own life. 
Right Lieutenant Mukerji passed on to the flying control the 
various rates of descent he experi tnced with and without the 
lowering oL undeicarriage. Despite the very high rate ot 
descent, he through his fine airmanship managed to land the 
aircraft and thereby saved a valuable aircraft from ccitain 
destruction. He also helped in collecting valuable data on the 
situations that follow an engine seizure. 

In this action, Flight Lieutenant Sumil Mukerji displayed 
courage, presence of mind and professional skill of a high 
order.

Without caring for his own safety, Village Guard Tanghlu 
Khemnungan opened fire at the hostiles. In the ensuing en- 
counter, he was wounded by the hostile fire and was over- 
powered. 

Jn this action, Village Guard Tanghin Khcmunungan dis- 
played courage and devotion, to duty of a high order. 

25. 2163. Village Guard TSANGSOl KHEMNUNGAN, 
Kenjong Village Guard Post, 

District Tuensang, 

Nagaland. 

(Effective date of the awatcl : 13 th May, 1980) 

On the 1 3th May 1980, at about 12.30 p.m. when almost 
all the villagers had left for their fields and five Village 
Guards were left behind at Kenjong village, about 300 armed 
underground hostiles armed with automatic weapons, entered 
Kenjong village along with about 100 porters. Village Guard 
Tsangsoi Khemnungan, without carmg for his own life, open- 
ed file at the hostiles and injured some of them. In the en- 
suring encountei with the overwhelming mirnbei of hostiles, 
he was overpowered.
